( b ) For  Non  Infectious  and  Accident  Cases. 

A Public  Ambulance  is  kept  at  the  Bedford  Fire  Station  and  is  avail- 
able for  your  District.  The  Station  can  be  communicated  with  by 
telephone.  The  ’phone  number  is  2222.  Another  Ambulance  is  kept 
at  the  Luton  Police  Station — ’phone  number  is  2210  A third  Ambu- 
lance under  the  control  of  the  British  Red  Cross  is  kept  at  Dunstable, 
’phone  number  42. 

Judging  from  the  experience  of  previous  years,  the  present  arrange- 
ments appear  to  be  quite  adequate  for  the  needs  of  the  district.  In  the 
event  of  an  extra  Ambulance  being  required  in  an  emergency,  there  is 
an  understanding  with  neighbouring  Authorities  that  their  Ambulances 
would  be  available. 

(c)— PROFESSIONAL  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

General. — The  Bedfordshire  Nursing  Association  supplies  10  Nurses 
to  17  Parishes  in  your  District.  These  Nurses  attend  Maternity  cases 
and  minor  Medical  and  Surgical  cases.  They  are  not  allowed  to  attend 
any  infectious  disease.  The  local  Association  for  each  area  employing 
a Nurse,  supervises  her  work  and  provides  her  salary,  which  is  raised 
by  voluntary  subscriptions  and  small  fees  paid  by  non-members  of  the 
local  Association,

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

No  alteration  has  been  made  in  the  scavenging  work  carried  out  in  Woburn. 

The  Council  now  collects  the  house  refuse  by  direct  labour  in  Flitwick, 
Westoning,  Harlington,  Aspley  Guise,  and  Aspley  Heath. 

Indestructible  refuse  continues  to  be  collected  quarterly  from  the  remainder  of 
the  District. 

The  Parochial  Committees  of  Flitwick,  Westoning  and  Harlington  now  carry 
out  the  work  of  emptying  closet  pails  and  cesspools  with  a motor  cesspool  emptier 
instead  of  the  horsedrawn  sludge  cart.  This  is  now  done  by  Contract.

Section  D.  HOUSING. 

Five  Council  houses  that  became  vacant  during  the  year  have  been  re-let,  over- 
crowded families  having  preference. 

Six  new  houses  have  been  completed  and  occupied,  four  at  Lower  Stondon  and 
two  at  Haynes. 

Permitted  numbers  in  respect  of  five  houses  have  been  supplied  to  applicants. 

Section  E.  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

( a ) Milk  Supply.  There  are  now  171  persons  on  the  Council’s  Register, 
comprising  90  wholesalers  and  81  retailers,  a nett  decrease  of  two. 

One  Supplementary  Licence  to  sell  Pasteurised  Milk  has  been  issued. 

( b ) Meat  and  other  Foods. 

There  are  now  25  Slaughter-houses,  an  increase  of  one  ; two  new  ones  have 
been  licensed,  one  closed. 

Twenty-nine  meat  shops  and  two  meat  stores  were  visited,  an  increase  of  three. 

The  general  condition  was  found  to  be  satisfactory,  fourteen  premises  having 
minor  defects  The  carcases  of  26  beasts,  43  pigs,  and  42  sheep  have  been 
inspected  ; 1 beast,  1 sheep  and  6 pigs  were  condemned. 

The  28  Bakehouses  have  been  inspected.  Fourteen  use  mechanical  power, 
minor  defects  at  eighteen  have  been  remedied,

Scarlet  Fever. — Thirteen  cases  were  notified,  and  all  were  removed  to  the  Isola- 
tion Hospital.  They  have  occurred  principally  in  the  parishes  of  Cranfield,  Salford. 
Ridgmont,  Woburn,  Flitwick,  Westoning,  and  Aspley  Guise.  No  deaths  occurred. 

Diphtheria  — Ten  cases  were  reported  and  all  were  removed  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital.  They  occurred  in  the  parishes  of  Haynes  Ridgmont,  Maulden,  Flitwick, 
Pulloxhill,  Lidlington,  and  Flitton.  No  deaths  occurred. 

Erysipelas. — Eight  cases  were  notified,  2 were  treated  in  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia. — Two  cases  were  reported,  both  recovered. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — One  case  was  reported,  which  was  treated  in  the 
Hospital  and  completely  recovered. 

During  the  year  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  were  made  Notifiable  Diseases. 
Cases  of  Measles  occurred  in  the  villages  of  Lidlington  and  Flitwick.  Cases  of 
Whooping  Cough  occurred  in  the  villages  of  Westoning,  Tingrith,  and  Milton  Bryan.
